*“We all think we economize, and 
we generally mean in money, but 
time, strength and energy are all 
subjects that should be considered 
when we talk of economizing. The 
principles of economy are not inher- 
ited, knowledge of how to live 
must be learned, and training is es- 
sential. Aiming to succeed is not 
enough, we must score higher. We 
must not, however get hysterical 
about saving, buying something real- 
ly necessary on the installment plan 
is a good way to save, and a seeming 
extravagance is often a permanent 
economy. Children should have an 
allowance, and be taught the budget 
system, which is the best for pri- 
vate householders, as well as ‘naving 
been proved the most efficient for 
public finances and affairs. It is 
difficult to give a budget system for 
anyone else, the only successful way 
is for each family to make their own. 
Strauss, one of, if not the greatest 
financiers, says that thrift is so much 
more than the distribution or one’s 
money. Thrift means personal effi- 
ciency, ‘self control, strength of mind 
and all that makes for a well round- 
ed character. Judicious expenditures, 
not penuriousness, is what is advo- 
cated b¥ speaking on the advantage 
of thrift.”
